lo a recent arlido upon tba financial 
poBilion BriliBh Columbia will occupy 
as a Province of the Doraioion, lb was 
found that after due ullowinoo wa? 
made for the roanonablo expooBe of 
oonduotiDg Ibo local Governmbnt and 
after Bolting aside the eum of fifty 
tbousand dollars for repairs of roads, 
bridges and public buildicgB, there 
would Btill remain lor general purposes 
the sum of two hundred and fifty ihou- 
■and dollars. Of that amount we sag- 
gesled tba; at least fifty thoaBQnd 
might bo profitably employod in promoting 
itnmigratlon and colcnizalion, and that 
twenty-five thousand (the types made 
U9 say filiy-five thousand) woold bo ro« 
quired for education — ior maintaining a 
Bobool system which would place a free 
education witbin the eauj roaoh of every 
child in tbo Colony. It was at the 
same time snggcsicd that it would bo u 
legitimate question for iho Legislature 
to consider whether reliet from .certain 
injpoBls might not be desirablip,- as ihe 
ifmount of revenue still Kft at the dis- 
posal of tbo Governmtnt appear* d 10 
indicate tbo iirncLicubilty of such a 
thing. And wo ventured to point out 
the Kood Tolls as one of those oppre^s- 
HH'tKfeijBtB. tho desirability of the aboli- 
tion 0* w^ioh ebnid hardly be qaesiion- 
ed. Followini? oat the subject, there are 
other and iquaily oppreaBive tuxes, tbo 
abolition of which would bo no less a 
boon to tho publio ; but before '^'pro- 
oeiadiDg to indicate a fow ol ibe^rf wo 
nay l^o, pa£ffA^?A f'" gyncrui 
obaervitions npoo ' fut jocts wbicb wo 
tbiuk ought to shape tbo policy of the 
n«w GoverMment, and winch we intend 
to advocate — to oommond to tho 
eleoior-, to urge upon the elected.

Letter iff om $ke<n& Forks. 

Fobks or SkebKa Bivkii, May, 15. 
Capt Naqlb — Dear Sib, — I receivedjyoor 
letter to-day. Wo had o good trip up from 
Vicioiia to Woodcotik'a Lauding on the 
inoruing of Ihe 29ih March. It waa pretty 
rough, for Iho horses croesiog Qaeea Char- 
lotto Bound. Left VVoodcook'a Landing at 
half.pabi .3 o'clock in tbe alternoon ol 31st 
March und arrived to where the river was 
blockaded with ice April 3td. There , ware 
alioat two feel ol Bobw' on.ih*e banks of tbe 
river. Tied up to wait till the ice broke op 
Slaried again April 9lli when the river waa 
all clear of ioe and ihe bdow settled about 
six incboH, April llili, I and lather came 
ta ihu conclusion to leave Iho burses, and 
tlia barge to go on. Mr Crory and Frod 
Lester stayed wilb the horse?. Where wo 
Tefi the botseii tber^ ,waB aboat 15 inches of 
snow on tbe ground, but tbey bad four bales 
ol hay and about 30 sacks grain. We arrived 
at Mumford'a Landing April 18;h, aboot 10 
o'cloolt in tho morning. The crew then lelt 
Di. Father wont up the river to get Indians 
and 1 went dowo to ibe Mouth lor the same 
purpose. I met tbo horaea on ttia way up. 
I'ho enow had nearly all diauppaared, Th^ 
hiid Ihero where we loll thorn 9 daya. Thura- 
(lay, Apiil 27tb, 1 got baclc to Ibe barge, 
tho next day we mada anoiher Start. April 
UKin, ibo huraes caof^hl up lo os and kept 
in company wilb oj until May 4tb. Next 
Diornin;^ I staried up the river with tho 
horaea and arrived ct the forks of tho river 
Wedoeaday, April lOib, wiib ail iha hornoa 
but one. lie fell down tho bank ai Kit- 
oomKbr, about 30 miles Irom tho Forks. 
The balance cl iba horses ere all in better 
eondiiion now than when they left Victoria 
iind have cut Rraio lelt. There ia plenty ol 
leud lor them here. Tho snow has been ofl 
(tie (jiound lor soma nine. The barga will

here some ten days ago if tho orew bad not 
lelt. There have bean abi ot 250 men leli 
uore and some leaving every day.
